As to the firſt (which for Order ſake we begin at) we cannot ſay thac 
it holds forth any convincing cleerneſſe to us; yea ſo far as we under- 
ſtand, the thing whereunto the Kingdom of England was bound by 
the Treaty was not inſiſted upon by the Commiſſioners of this Kingdoni 
at London, bur are alternative for aſſiſtance againſt the Rebels by torces 
or moneys , after which the Parliament of this Kingdom made a deſire

then leave it to your Lordſhips conſciences whether his Maje- 
ſie ſhall not be reſtored to his honour before Jeſus Chriſt be re- 
ſtored to his honour, and ſet upon his throne of. Goverament in 
his Church : Whether his Majzftie (hall not be in a condition 
of liberty before the Ordinances of Chriſt have a free courſe : and 
whether his Majclties (hill not be provided for and ſecured 
before either Church or Kingdom can ſay they are in a conditi- 
on of ſafety : And is this to endeavour the fſetling of Religion be. 
fore all worldly intereſts ? or rather to make it come after the 
Kings Intereſt ? 7. Wee fear, that if after ſo many InſtruRi- 
ons from the Parliament, Convention, and Committee of Eſtates 
to their Commiſſioners at Loxdos from time to time, for endea» 
vouring in the firſt place the ſettlement of Religion , and then to 
endeavour the removing of the civill difcrences, and the reſtitution 
of the King upon his firſt giving ſatisfaRion in Religion, and the 
grounds of a ſolid Peace : And if after it was declared by this 
Kingdom ( during his Majelties being at Newcaſ#/e) that they 
could not admit of his Majclties coming to Scotland in freedom, 


- unkkM: his Majeſty granted the Propoſitions concerning the Cove- 


nant, and Religion, and gave a ſatisfatory anſwer to the reſt of 
the Propoſitions : Likewiſe, If after ſuch a Declaration of the 
Parliament of this Kingdom 74.16. 1647, for his Majcſties being 
in ſome of his houſes with ſuch attendance as the two Houſes 
ſhould think fit,until he gave fatisfaRion in the Propoſitions; If af- 
tcr all this it be now infiſted upon, that his Maj.ſty may be reſtored 
with honour, freedom and fafety,before ſuch ſatisfaRion had from 
him, we fcar it fhall lic as a great ſcandal upon this Kingdom, and 
as too ſenſible and apparent a change of thcir former principles and 
profeſſions in a point ſe much concerning the ſecurity of Religion. 
8. Weare very apprehenſive, that your Lordſhips urginz the dif- 
poſall of the Kings perſon in England in ſuch a way, as that he-may 
come to London with honour, freedam,and ſafety, without his Ma- 
z:ſtiss giving, or your Lordſhips defiring his Majelty to give fatil- 
fakion and { curity in Religion, and in ſuch things as belong to the 
ſafety of the Kingd. (without which there can be no laſting (ecuri. 
ty expected to Religion)as it is a far different point from the urging 
of our joynt interelt in the diſpoſing of the Kings by both 
Kingdoms for the good of both ; ſo it will be j by molt of all 
parties in England that ever concurred in this Caulc,to be fo prom:

diciall to their nationall rights and liberties, and ſuch an incroach- 
ing thereupon (though your Lordſhips declare you have noſuch in- 
tention) as that it will unite them all in oppoſition to this King 
dom,and conſequently alienate them ſrom the intended uniformity 
in Religion according to the Covenant. As theſe rexſons make us 
conceive your Lordſhips ſecond demand to1mport no ſtriall danger 
to Religion ; ſo wee would not be undeiſteod-av-if we had any 
thoughts to decline the reſtoring of his Mpj.[ty to the fame conditt- 
on he was in by the sgrcement of beth Kinzdoms, when he was ta. 
ken away by a party of the Army under th: Command of Sir 7 bo» 
mas Fairfax, that both Kingdoms u:2y freely make their applica- 
tions to him. 

Concerning your Lcroſhips third den:and, That the preſent Ar. 
mie of SeQaries may be disbanded fr the ends expreſt in the De. 
mand ; as$ we thi x no perſons whatſoev:r fit to be imployed or 
intruſted in the Armies of cither Kingdom, who have not taken the 
Covenant, and that all Saris in England in arms ſhould be dif- 
banded and diſ-rmed ; fo we conceive alſo there is reafon for your 
Lordſhips to foreſec and provide againſt the davger of the riſing a- | 
gain of the Popilh, Prelaticai!, 2nd malignant party in arms3 and 
the rather, becauſe of the ate commotions begun by ſome of them 
both in Englandand Jreland ; there bing alfo ſome both in Wales 
and Jreland aQually in arms, who have diſcovered and declared 
their principles and ends to be very malignant ; wherein we ate 
informed they 2re the more animated and incouraged upon confi- 
dence of ſome agreement between his Majcſty ane this Kingdom. 
It is further to be conſidered, that this demand being joyned with 
the ſecond, the preſent Army in England disbanded,ard his Maj.t y 
brought to Londen with honour, freedom and ſafety, gow eabily 
may all the Malignants,Popiſh and Prelatical party in his Majcltics 
Dominions flock unto him ? which how prezudicial it may be, his 
Majelty keeping (till his principles, is cafieto be judged. 

So for the exceptions added in your Lordſhips demand to 
paſſe the ambiguity thereof, your Lordſhips excegr from the 
faid disbanding the Garifons neceſſary to be kept vp in Eng. 
land, and defire that theſe Gariſons may be commanded by ſuch 
as have or ſhall take the Covenant, and are well aff:Red to 
Religion and Government, but do not defire any ſuch thing con-

the way to further but to retard and hinder the disbandiog of 

of the preſent Army in England, and to fruſtrate the ends your 

Lorsſhips propoſe in your Dcclaration for the. disbanding of 
that Army. 

And whercas your Lordſhips declare that it is not your intenti-

Concerning that which your Lordſhips adde in refc- 
rence ty the fatter part of our third defire, and to our 
whole fourth dcfire ; we humbly conceive it is very far ſhort 
of that which is no lefſe your Lordſhips duty then our deſire.

the Declaration, we humbly copceive to be ſuch. 4. It may be remembred 
that the croſſe Petition, [1:virg cited the ſame Clauſe of the ſaid Petition 
of te Generall Aſſembly, ard makingu'e thereof in order to engagement 
i2 Watre in his Majefties qu:rrell again(! the Parliament of &»glend, 
was declared againlt by the Ccmmiſſon of the Generall Aſſembly, 
= e-ſzx0 1643. Andamong other particulars, it was then declared that the 
 limicat.ons expreſly mentioned in the words cited out of the Aſſemblies 
UF Supplication, viz. efccording to the Lawes of this Kingdome and duty of 
goed SubjeAr , were interpreted by ſome that ſpake at the time ip the 
Generall Aſſembly to be all one, as if it had been ſaid, Wiehiw this King - 
deme, We not knowing of apy Lawes of this Kingdome of further ex- 
rent : It wasalſothen obſerved, and may be well a yed and remembred, 
that the Nationall Covenant having been ſubicribed io theyeare 1581 and 
1590. before King Jemes was King of Exgland, and being Qualified in the 
particular heads and Articles, by expreſie limitations and reftriftions to 
”"" this Kirk and Kipgdome, to the Religion, Lawss, and Liberties of Scor- 
i land ; can no more be extented to Municipall debates, and to the Laws 
*| and Liberties of Exg/evd, unto which weare Rirargers, then the Kipg- 
{kt dome of England can judge of our Lawes, and determine our diffe- 
rences ; the two Kingdomes being till independent each on other, and 
. Dot ſubordinate unto another, as the firſt Article of the large Treaty 
fully declareth. 
As tothat we finde in thecloſe of the Declaration , that this King- 
dom of Scotland will now make it evident , as they have often declared , 
that their quietneſle, ſtability, andhappineſſedoth depend upon the ſafery 
' of the Kings Majeſiies perſon, and maintenance of his greatneſle and roy- 
all authority, who is Gods Fice-gerem ſet over us for maintenance of Re- 


.' ligion, and miniſtration of Juflice : Wee ſhall only put yeur Lordſhips 
'; inminde, that your Nationall Covenant joyneth with his Majetties fafe- 

' ty, his good behaviour in his Office : and faith , That the guietneſſe and 
ſtabthity of our Religion and Kirk, doth depend xpan the ſafety aud goodbe- 


bavionr of the Kings Majeſtic, as _ 4 comfortable in/irument of Gods 
mercy granied io thu Canmrey, for the maimenaxce of his Kirk, and mini- 
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fr ati on of Imftier, Otherwiſe if a King doe nof his duty for the main- 
renance of the txgue Religicn, 2nd miriſtfation of Juſtice, 4x is. 1:01 his 
ſafety alcne that makes his pecple to be in quier:.effe ard happineſie. 
Withzll as cur quiet ard happireſie cepend upon his Majellie and his 
doing of his duty as an Jofirement and Miniſter of God lor good, fo the 
honour, greatneile, and happineſle of the Kings 1oyall Majefly, ard the 
welfate of ihe _ depend on the purity of Religion, as is well ex- 
preſt in your Lordfhips Oath of Parliament. | | 
And now weſhall with your Lordſhips faveur and aqua make 
this conclufion upon the whole matter, that as we neither were, nor ate 
againſt an engagement of this Kingdem in Warr, but have been, and ſhall 
be willing to conſent thereto, if once latished in our conſciences, corcer- 
ving the clearreſſe, lawfulneſſe, and neceſſity of the cauſe and quarrel; 
and concerning our calling, manner of proceeding , in'iruments co be 
incrafted, ſecurity to be had to Religion, and other particulars contained 
in our fortner Papers not yet ſatisfied by = Lordſhips ; So we are ne- 
ceſſitated toprofeſſe and declare to your Lordi.ips, that we cannot , we 
dare not in our conſciences agree toany cn nt upon ſuch grounds, 
and in ſuch a way as Bſtated in your Lordſbips Declaration ; And there- 
fore for our exoterarion do diſſent from the whole complex bufineſie in rhe 
ſaid Declaration, a+ not containing clear and convincing grounds of un- 
dertaking a War, nor providing for the ſecutity of Religicn, nor clearly 
diſclaiming his Majeſties late conceſſions and offers as unlativſaQory, nor 
rending to the ſuppreſſion of che malignanc party, but rather to comply - 
ance with them as we humbly conceive, nor preſerviog the liberties and 
known intereſt of che Kirk, nor propoſing the way of Treaties and all o- 
ther poſſible wayes of pcace to be ſought and eflſayed before a War. For 
which reaſons and other before mentioned upon the particular heads of the 
Declaration, we plaiply declare our diflent from th - complex circum! an- 
riat Rate of the preſent buſineſſe conteyned m the ſayd Declaration, and 
take go witneſſe God, Angels, and men, that your Lordſhips have nor 
wanted warning from the Watchmen : and that we ſhall be tree of all ihe 
- diſtraRions, confulions, miſeries and blood which may follow vpor,) our 
Lordſhips proceeding to an engagerent in warre upon the grounds of che 
Declaration, We further call to recortl the Searcher of all hearts, and the 
righteous _ of all the world, that our nor concurring proceedeth not 
from want of zeale againſt SeQaries , nor from any remiineſſe in that 
which may concern his Majefties true Honour and Happineſie,and the pre- 
ſervation of Moparchicall Goyerpment in him and his poſterity ; nor ata
